The $5 note shows an allegorical ELECTRICITY AS THE CENTRAL FORCE IN NATURE. The importance of this 
energy is emphasized as a primary force behind America’s advancement. Two famous American generals, Ulysses S. Grant 
and Philip Sheridan flank a winged Liberty head on the reverse. 
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
